Farm  &  Household. 


Hints  aboct  Farsu.ng. — Fuw  fanners 
farm  as  -v.-t!!  as  they  knew  how.  Generally 
thf  y  are  tnorc  perfect  in  theory  thau  practice, 
ta\l  tLi£  arises  Eumetimes  from  circunutaiiccs 
wbicb  it  is  impoaKble  to  eoutrol,  aud  frc- 
quCDtly  from  want  of  ccerjry  and  car<;fal  fort- 
sight.  Take  hajing  for  au  iustancc  to  illur 
traiP  tbcMJ  assertions.  Tijcre  comes  a  certain 
time  when  the  fartntr  sees  that  the  clover 
fchould  be  cot.  That  time,  we  tbiuk,  all 
tifeg?  considered,  is  just  before  tho  period  of 
ftjll  blosBCTTs — before  brown  clover  beads  ap- 
pear much  in  the  field.  A  prolonged  period 
of  wet  weaUier  may  then  delay  the  cuttiiij? 
beyond  the  proper  time,  and  the  farmer  is 
not  in  faal^  ;  but  more  frequently  it  is  not  the 
weather  which  pats  back  the  cattin{»  of  the 
clcvcr.but  some  other  unfiuijibv.'  farm  work — 
boeingperbnp.^.  The  nmc-Jy  Jor  tbia  clius 
cf  farm  work  ijwfll  laid  plau.s  energy  and 
plenty  of  help  in  executing  them. 

It  is  a  nice  thing  to  make  the  buxt  bay  ; 
even  if  the  weather  bo  good  it  requires  skillful 
manipulation  to  attain  the  object  Clover 
must  not  be  exposed  too  long  i-;  a  Lot  sun.— 
Let  it  cure  in  the  cock.  All  the  sunning  it 
req aires  is  just  taffiuicnt  to  wilt  it.  Dried 
grass  U  not  hay.  When  the  water  in  the 
gfMSfatvapuratcd  sufScientlj  to  moke  it  safe 
to  bulk  it,  ferrafiilalion  should  take  place 
partly  in  the  field — in  the  cock.  It  will  ba 
finished  io  the  slack  or  mow.  And  the  less 
the  graiN'  i?  drieii  lu  Ue  ^no  or  wind,  and  got 
io  proper  conditiou  to  undergo  lermcotution 
in  the  stack  without  danger  of  mold  or  heat- 
ing, tie  .sweeter  and  brighte.-  will  be  the  hay. 
Of  all  our  common  crops  for  hay,  clover  in- 
jures most,  perhaps,  by  getting  over  ripe.— 
The  Htalk  is  then  worthless.  Stock  will  reject 
it,  and  in  handling  it  the  over  ripe  leaves 
bieak  and  fall  off  or  crumble  to  jMiwd'^r.— 
You  may  «it  down  ati  a  sound  firm  maxim 
that  more  food  will  be  obiaineil  by  cutting 
clover  one  week  before  it  attains  it?  full 
jprowtb,  than  one  weik  after  the  tiloworos  be- 
gin to  dry  up.  And  thire  is  another  impor- 
tant coosi  leratiou  in  favor  of  early  cuttings— 
\i  gives  a  good  chance  ibr  a  crop  of  clover 
Gced. 

'Jbe  quality  of  the  bay  dopends  ahio  a  great 
deal  on  the  fermentation  which  it  undergoes 
jB  Ute  mow  or  stack.  The  nature  of  this  r^ 
Dot  very  well  nndcrstood.  It  varies  greatly 
in  difllront  yean,  with  praas  in  ani)arvntly  the 
fcamc  condition.  lioubtlcM  the  quality  of  the 
grass  affects  it  materially,  whether  it  is  rich  in 
certain  nutritive  elemeute  or  not 

In  Etack:i:w  or  mowing  large  qiantitics  it  Is 
we  11  to  provide  some  method  rf  ventilating 
the  bay,  thus  permitting  the  heat  and  vapor 
to  escape  freely.  A  sma:!  (jnantity  of  qaick 
lime, say  two  qiarta  to  a  ton,  has  been  highly 
reccoiuiuended  by  pruc'iti'-l  men  a.4  a  prevent - 
ive  against  mold.  .Salt  is  sometimes  us^d  for 
tbd  same  obje*-.!,  and  to  some  extent  it  is  ben- 
eficial, as  it  renders  tb*?  hay  more  pidatable  to 
Btock.  Bnt  ».iU  aloo  gathers  moisture  ;  he-ico 
it  should  not  bo  too  freely  used,  or  too  much 
reliance  placed  on  il»  prcsorvativo  qualities,  if 
tho  hay  is  cut  iu  propor  condition.
